Dear  Boss : 

My  salutation  is  in  the  singular  because  I  want  each 
one  of  you  fellows  who  hire  me  to  feel  that  this  letter 
is  addressed  to  you  personally.  I'm  writing  to  ask  you 
for  a  day  off  next  month.  This  has  been  a  pretty  tough 
year  for  most  of  us  and  it  seems  to  me  that  a  fellow  is 
entitled  to  a  day  off  now  that  all  outdoors  is  fresh  and 
green  and  the  warm,  peppy  little  breezes  frisk  in 
through  the  window  and  you  find  yourself  thinking 
about  fishing,  or  golf  or  the  sunny  blue  ocean  when 
your  mind  ought  to  be  on  your  work.  You  know,  boss, 
when  a  fellow  gets  to  feeling  kind  of  poetic  and  out- 
doorsy  like  that,  he  really  ought  to  have  a  day  off. 

YOU'VE  always  been  a  mighty  fine  boss  to  me  and  I 
wouldn  't  ask  you  for  this  day  off  if  I  wasn  't  sure  that 
it  will  do  you  a  lot  of  good.  You  see,  the  day  I  want  is 
your  day — not  mine.  1  want  you  to  ' '  shut  up  shop ' '  on 
Friday,  June  5,  and  tell  the  folks  you'll  see  them 
Monday.  Then  I  want  you  to  make  a  bee-line  for  Le- 
high. I  want  you  to  walk  up  the  New  Street  hill,  grin- 
ning to  yourself  as  the  old  land-marks  remind  you  of 
those  funny  little  escapades  way  back  when  you  were 
a  kid.

You 
told  yourself  over  and  over  that  you  were  coming  back 
next  year,  sure.  Remember?  It  was  nice  to  meet  so 
many  old  friends  again,  wasn't  it?  And  the  best  part 
of  it  was  that  so  many  people  seemed  genuinely  glad  to 
see  you — even  your  old  teachers  and  the  rest  of  the 
staff.  The  fact  is,  boss,  those  fellows  are  all  mighty 
proud  of  you ;  they  have  you  in  mind  every  day  as  they

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Enrollment  and  |F  THE  attendance  of  prospee- 
the  Depression  '  tire  students  at  Lehigh's  Sub- 
Freshman  Day,  on  April  18,  is 
any  indication  of  next  year's  enrollment,  the  Regis- 
trar's main  problem  nest  Fall  Tvill  be  how  to  turn  away 
the  excess  of  applicants.  Over  500  prospective  fresh- 
men spent  the  day  on  Old  South  Mountain — ^nearly 
twice  as  many  as  in  any  previous  year. 

It  might  be  supposed,  on  first  thought,  that  in  times 
of  economic  stringency,  parents  would  find  themselves 
unable  to  send  their  children  to  college.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  however,  educators  have  observed  that  college  en- 
rollment has  not  suffered  in  times  of  depression;  in- 
deed, it  seems  rather  to  be  stimulated.  The  paradox  is 
explained  by  the  theory  that  many  boys,  who  would 
normally  go  to  work  when  they  are  graduated  from 
high  school,  find  that  there  is  no  employment  open  to 
them  and  decide,  therefore,  that  they  might  as  well  go 
to  college.  There  are  also  those  high  school  graduates 
who  have  worked  for  a  year  or  two  but  now  find  them- 
selves out  of  a  job.  They  begin  to  appreciate,  as  never 
before,  the  bread-and-butter  value  of  specialized  train- 
ing and  determine  to  go  to  college  so  that  the  next  spell 
of  hard  times  will  find  them  better  prepared  to  hold 
their  jobs.  It  is  something  of  a  mystery  how  these  boys 
and  their  parents  manage  to  finance  a  college  course 
from  their  curtailed  income,  but  they  do  it,  thereby 
demonstrating  the  resourcefulness  and  determination 
that  seem  to  characterize  the  American  who  decides  he 
reallv  wants  something.

economic  storm  reasonably 
weU.  "Without  a  systematic  survey  it  is,  of  course,  im- 
possible to  state  how  many  of  oui-  graduates  are  out  of 
work,  but  the  correspondence  of  the  Alumni  Office  indi- 
cates that  unemployment  among  Lehigh  men  is  not  so 
prevalent  as  might,  be  expected  under  the  circum- 
stances. However,  there  axe  a  number  of  first-class 
men — engineers,  business  men  and  experienced  execu- 
tives— who  find  thmselves,  through  no  fault  of  their 
own,  obliged  to  seek  new  connections.  Can't  the  rest 
of  us  give  these  men  some  practical  assistance  now 
when  they  need  it  most? 

There  are  two  ways  of  reacting  to  the  question:  "Do 
you  know  of  any  job  I  might  be  able  to  get  ? "  The  first 
way  is  by  far  the  easier.  You  simply  reply:  "I'm  sorry, 
old  man,  but  we're  not  taking  on  anybody  just  now. 
I  '11  keep  your  application  on  file  in  case  anything  tui-ns 
up."  The  second  way  is  really  to  think  for  a  few  min- 
utes: "Why  not  put  this  chap  to  work  on  that  job 
we've  been  stalling  off  for  so  long — I  wonder  if  Jones 
wouldn't  be  interested  in  this  fellow  for  that  develop- 
ment he  was  telling  me  about  at  dinner  last  night — 
This  man's  experience  ought  to  be  worth  a  lot  to  Uni- 
versal Products;  guess  I'd  better  give  him  a  letter  to 
BUI  Blank."

Give  a  little  honest  thought  to  the  possibili- 
ties of  placing  a  good  man  either  in  your  own  organi- 
zation or  in  some  opening  elsewhere  that  may  have 
been  casually  mentioned  by  some  business  acquaint- 
ance. Write  a  brief  note  to  the  Alumni  Secretary  say- 
ing, "So  and  So  can  use  a  good  man  with  such  and 
such  experience."   We'll  do  the  rest. 

Lehigh  men  have  always  had  a  reputation  for  ' '  stick- 
ing together"  and  fighting  shoulder  to  shoulder.  Here's 
a  splendid  opportunity  to  demonstrate  in  an  extremely 
practical  way  that  the  reputation  is  not  just  conver- 
sation. 

Sing  a  Song  I ISTENING  to  the  radio  the  other 
of  Lehigh  *—  evening  we  heard  a  duet  singing, 

"I'd  like  to  find  the  guy  who  wrote  the 
Stein  Song."  The  singers  implied  that  such  a  meeting 
would  involve  dire  consequences  for  the  son  of  "dear 
old  Maine"  who  was  responsible  for  making  "the  raf- 
ters ring"  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night  in  every 
radio-equipped  home  in  the  country.  Now,  the  Lehigh 
Club  of  Xew  Tork  announces  that  it  would  like  to  find 
someone  who  could  write  a  good  Lehigh  song  and  in  an 
effort  to  do  so,  the  Club  is  sponsoring  a  competition  to 
"incite  and  encourage  the  production  of  a  new,  origi- 
nal and  distinctive  song,  suitable  for  mass  singing,  full 
of  vim  and  eloquent."  As  an  incidental  incentive  the 
Club  offers  prizes  of  $100,  $30  and  $20  for  the  three 
best  compositions.  The  terms  of  the  contest  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

.  1.  The  contest  is  open  to  all  Lehigli  men,  undergradu- 
ates and  alumni,  the  latter  term  meaning  all  "who  have 
been  students  at  Lehigh. 

A  melody  with- 
out harmony  will  be  considered,  although  harmonized 
melodies  will  naturally  receive  preference. 

3.  The  judges  of  the  contest  will  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Governors  of  the  Lehigh  Club  of  New  York,  Inc. 

4.  Two  or  more  Lehigh  men  may  collaborate  and  offer 
a  song  in  this  competition  as  their  joint  effort,  or  a 
qualified  contestant  may  have  collaboration  from  a  mem- 
ber of  his  immediate  family. 

5.  Manuscripts  must  be  submitted  to  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association  not  later  than 
Founder's  Day,  October  7,  1931,  in  sealed  envelopes 
marked,  "Lehigh  Song  Clontest." 

6.  Contestant's  name  must  not  appear  on  manuscript, 
but  must  be  in  a  plain  sealed  envelope  attached  by  clip 
to  the  manuscript. 

7.  The  judges  reserve  the  right  to  reject  all  manu- 
scripts, if  they  do  not  consider  them  worthy  of  adoption 
as  Lehigh  songs. 

8.  The  aim  of  the  New  York  Club  is  to  secure  a  new 
and  original  melody  singable  by  a  large  body  of  people, 
with  words  that  will  ring  out  clear  in  the  singing  and 
be  illustrative  of  the  fine  spirit  and  noble  traditions  of 
Lehigh. 

9.  The  Lehigh  Club  of  New  York,  Inc.,  reserves  the 
right  to  copyright  the  song  or  songs  for  which  it  awards 
prizes,  in  order  to  secure  to  Lehigh  the  full  and  exclu- 
sive rights  to  such  songs. 

10.  Competitors  are  expected  to  file  early  notice  of  in- 
tention to  compete  with  William  Wirt  Hills,  Secretary 
of  the  New  York  Club,  30  Church  Street,  New  York  City. 

We'll  be  curious  to  see  how  Lehigh  alumni  "stack 
up"  against  the  undergraduates  in  a  contest  that 
should  appeal  equally  to  both.

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New  Committee  of  Twenty-four  Meets  to 
Plan  Promotion  of  Alumni  Fund 


RECOGXIZIXG  tlie  AluTimi  Fmid  as  the  logical 
mediTini  tlirnng-h  which,  aliiiiini  effort  should  be 
applied  to  insore  the  fatnre  growth  and  prosper- 
ity of  Lehigh,  the  twenty -fotir  committee-men  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Alttmni  Association 
held  their  first  meeting  in  Bethlehem  on  April  17  and 
set  in  motion  projects  for  the  extension  and  stimulation 
of  the  Lehigh  Plan  of  aliimni  giTing.  Dnring  the  five 
years  since  the  inception  of  the  Lehigh  Alnmni  Fund, 
the  annual  total  of  voluntaiy  gifts  has  increased  from 
$8,000  to  $100,000 — a  remarkable  record  which  demon- 
strates condusively  the  soundness  of  the  policy,  "one 
gift  each  year  from  every  Lehigh  man." 

Aside  from  a  general  discussion  to  establish  policies, 
the  most  important  result  of  the  committee 's  organiza- 
tion meeting  was  the  designation  of  a  small  working 
group,  under  the  leadership  of  Chairman  A.  K.  Glancy, 
'03,  to  formulate  a  specific  program  of  steps  designed 
to  bring  the  merits  of  the  Alumni  Fund  effectively  to 
the  attention  of  every  alumnus.  This  objective  con- 
templates not  so  much  an  immediate  increase  in  the 
total  of  contributions  as  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
men  participating.  It  is  believed  that  the  percentage 
of  alumni  contributing  something  each  year — regard- 
less of  the  amount^ — ^must  be  doubled,  at  least,  before 
the  Alumni  Fund  can  be  considered  truly  representa- 
tive of  the  University  and  its  graduates. 

THE  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  the  Bethlehem 
Club  with  the  following  members  present:  Chair- 
man A.  E.  Glancv,  '03 :  Franklin  Baker,  '95 ;  C.  A. 
Buck.  '87 :  William  Butterworth.  '89 :  W.  C.  Dicker- 
man.  '96;  K.  M.  Dravo,  '89;  Cadwallader  Evans,  '01: 
Eobert  Famham,  '99 :  A.  0.  Fulton,  '08 ;  E.  F.  John- 
son, '07 :  Paul  MackaU,  '07 ;  E.  H.  Morris,  '89 :  W.  F. 
Boberts.  '02;  Morton  Sultzer,  '12;  Aubrev  Wevmouth, 
'94;  and  T.  B.  Wood,  '98.  The  foUowing  es-offieio 
members  were  also  present :  Dr.  C.  E.  Eichards.  Presi- 
dent of  the  University;  Walter  E.  Okeson.  Treasurer 


of  the  University ;  A.  C.  Dodson,  President  of  the  Alum- 
ni Association;  E.  S.  Taylor,  Treasurer  of  the  .Alumni 
Association,  and  A.  E.  Buchanan,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the 
Alumni  Association.  Additional  memTsers  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  present  were:  E.  G.  Grace.  F.  E.  Coates 
and  S.  D.  Wai'riner.  In  addition  there  were  present  by 
invitation,  Messrs.  C.  S.  Kenney.  '10,  Vice-President  of 
the  Alnmni  Association,  and  Albert  Brodhead,  '88. 

E.  G.  Grace,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  wel- 
comed the  committee  on  behalf  of  the  University  and 
expressed  his  gratification  at  the  excellent  attendance. 
He  stated  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  anxious  to 
co-operate  in  any  way  possible  with  the  new  committee 
in  its  efforts  to  promote  the  welfare  of  Lehigh  Univer- 
sity and  pointed  out  that  the  Endowment  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  of  which  ilr.  W.  C.  Dicker- 
man  is  chairman,  is  a  standing  committee  and  would 
not  curtail  its  regular  efforts  to  obtain  additional  funds 
for  the  University  because  of  the  formation  of  the  new 
committee.  Eather,  he  stated,  each  committee  would 
supplement  the  work  of  the  other. 

pEESIDENT   EICHAEDS   began  the   summary   of 
the  University's  educational  development  by  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  for  the  past  eight  years,  Le- 
high has  been  following  a  definite  program : 

fl)  The  student  body  has  been  increased  from  1.000 
to  1,500.  The  latter  enrollment  has  proved  preferable, 
both  from  the  pedagogic  and  the  administrative  stand- 
point, for  it  has  resulted  in  classes  of  a  size  for  more 
effective  teaching  and  has  permitted  a  more  efficient 
utOization  of  the  existing  facilities.  The  President 
pointed  out  that  over  two-thirds  of  the  classes  contain 
less  than  sixteen  students.  The  teaching  staff  has  been 
increased  60  %  and  President  Eichards  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  quality  of  the  teachers  had  also  ma- 
terially improved. 

(2)  The  teaching  function  of  the  University  has  been 
gradually  improved.  In  addition  to  making  every  effort

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to  employ  better  teachers,  the  standard  has  been  raised 
by  a  more  oareful  selection  of  students  and  a  gradual 
but  steady  raising  of  entrance  requirements. 

(3)  The  scope  of  the  University's  work  has  been  in- 
creased in  several  instances  by  expanding  existing 
courses.  Thus,  for  instance,  eight  years  ago,  the  courses 
in  Business  Administration,  History  and  Economies 
were  all  combined  in  one  department.  Now  these  three 
subjects  have  been  split  up  into  two  separate  depart- 
ments. 

(4)  Definite  efforts  have  been  made 
to  stimulate  the  spirit  of  inquiry 
among  the  members  of  the  Faculty. 
In  general,  productive  scholars  are 
the  best  teachers  and  students  receive 
more  inspiration  from  men  who  are 
contributing  to  knowledge  in  their 
specialized  field.  A  few  research  pro- 
fessors have  been  added  to  the  staff 
to  promote  interest  in  scholarly  work : 
for  example,  the  Research  Professor 
of  Engineering  Materials,  who  is 
making  use  of  the  excellent  facilities 
of  the  Fritz  Ijaboratory  for  some  very 
worthwhile  studies  of  materials  of 
construction. 

(5)  All  curriculums  have  been  re- 
vised. Faculty  committees  have  made 
exhaustive  studies  of  the  courses,  re- 
shaping them  to  meet  modern  educa- 
tional theories  and  modern  industrial 
requirements. 

"It  is  somewhat  difficult,"  said  Dr. 
Richards,  "to  obtain  quantitative 
data  to  evaluate  the  results  of  our  ef- 
forts. However,  in  the  recent  tests 
conducted  by  the  Carnegie  Founda- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Teach- 
ing, in  which  the  seniors  of  some  49 
Pennsylvania  colleges  participated, 
Lehigh  ranked  fourth.  The  Lehigh 
engineers  stood  first  among  the  engi- 
neering schools  of  the  state ;  the  arts  men  third  and  the 
business  administration  men  first.  Another  indication 
of  the  Lehigh  competitive  standing  has  just  been  given 
us  by  Dr.  Thurston,  educational  expert  and  author  of 
the  intelligence  tests  used  by  most  of  the  better  col- 
leges. Dr.  Thurston  examined  the  tests  given  to  Fresh- 
men in  137  colleges  taken  by  a  total  of  35,000  students. 
Lehigh  Freshmen  ranked  18th  among  the  137,  indicat- 
ing pretty  clearly  that  we  are  drawing  good  boys. 

"As  to  the  University's  finances,  the  University's 
net  worth  has  practically  doubled  during  the  past  8 
years.  Our  annual  budget  has  also  doubled.  In  the 
figures  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
their  meeting  tomorrow  morning  the  estimated  income 
for  next  year  is  $964,495.  There  has  been  no  year  for 
which  our  operations  have  shown  a  deficit.  On  the  con- 
trary, we  have  been  able  to  accumulate  about  a  half 
million  dollars  of  surplus,  all  of  which  has  been  applied 
to  the  reconstruction  and  renovation  of  University 
buildings  and  grounds. 

"An  educational  institution  can  not  stand  still.  It 
must  go  forward;  otherwise,,  in  relation  to  competing 
institutions,  it  will  go  backward.  It  is  inevitable  that 
Lehigh's  budget  must  continue  to  grow,  each  year. 
How  can  the  University's  income  be  increased?  There 
are  three  ways.  First,  by  increasing  our  endowment. 
Other  universities  are  able  to  attract  the  generosity  of 


philanthropists  to  swell  their  endowment  funds.  Thus 
far,  Lehigh  has  not  been  so  fortunate,  but  large  gifts  to 
endowment  are  always  possible.  The  second  way  to  in- 
crease the  University's  income  is  to  still  further  in- 
crease the  student  enrollment.  Finally,  there  is  the 
possibility  of  increasing  the  tuition  fee,  a  step  that  has 
already  been  taken  for  instance,  by  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  which  has  increased  its  tuition 
fee  from  $400  to  $500.  While  we  are  not  quite  ready,  I 
think,  for  such  an  increase  at  Lehigh, 
it  is  probable  that  this  step  will  be  ad- 
visable within  the  next  five  years. ' ' 


Selling  Lehigh  is  Easier

"Every  Lehigh  man  is  thoroughly 
sold  on  his  college — he  has  had  'a 
demonstration' .  I'm  firmly  con- 
vinced that  if  we  could  talk  over 
Lehigh's  problems  with  each  alum- 
nus personally,  the  Alumni  Fund 
would  show  100  per  cent  partici- 
pation every  year."

C  D.  WARRINER,  Chairman  of 
*^*  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  defined  his  func- 
tion as  largely  that  of  the  investor  of 
Lehigh's  funds.  He  expressed  the  ut- 
most admiration  for  the  ingenuity  of 
President  Richards  in  making  use  of 
the  limited  funds  at  his  disposal.  He 
pointed  out  that  while  the  Univer- 
sity's resources  have  increased,  they 
have  not  grown  as  rapidly  as  its  needs. 
Consequently,  the  working  capital  is 
really  less.  "During  the  past  year," 
he  said,  "it  has  been  a  difficult  task 
to  squeeze  out  of  our  invested  capital, 
the  last  possible  dollar  to  maintain 
the  rate  of  progress  established  by 
President  Richards.  The  finance  com- 
mittee has,  however,  materially 
strengthened  the  University's  balance 
sheet. 


W  C.  DICKERMAN,  Chairman  of 
'the  Joint  Endowment  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  briefly  re- 
viewed the  experience  of  the  Endow- 
ment Campaign  of  1923.  He  pointed 
out  that  practically  all  the  money 
came  from  Lehigh  men,  and  that  the 
hoped-for  donations  from  outside  sources  did  not  ma- 
terialize. He  expressed  the  belief  that  the  University 
must  continue  for  the  present  to  count  on  the  member- 
ship of  the  Lehigh  family  for  future  financial  support 
and  predicted  that  future  progress  would  result  from 
the  promotional  efforts  of  the  new  Alumni  Fund  Com- 
mittee. In  Mr.  Dickerman's  opinion  the  University 
will  always  depend  upon  students'  fees  for  the  major 
portion  of  its  income  and  he  favors  a  further  increase 
in  the  tuition  as  soon  as  the  step  can  be  safely  taken. 

W.  R.  Okeson,  Treasurer  of  the  University,  presented 
the  following  summary  of  the  Alumni  Fund  for  the 
current  year :  932  men  subscribed  last  year,  giving  a 
total  of  $100,114.32;  566  of  last  year's  subscribers  have 
given  $56,536.50  this  year.  We  have  had  106  new  sub- 
scriptions, totalling  $2,918.10.  96  men  have  increased 
itheir  subscriptions  (a  total  of  $689.50  in  increased  sub- 
scriptions) while  113  men  have  cut  their  contributions 
$1,845.50. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Okeson  reminded  those  present 
that  Lehigh  has  no  church  or  no  community  upon  which 
to  depend  for  support.  "In  the  final  analysis,"  he  said, 
"Lehigh  has  only  ten  men — the  corporate  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees — to  depend  upon.  If  the  alumni 
don't  take  the  responsibility  for  Lehigh's  future,  it 
falls  entirely  on  those  ten  men.  Either  the  alumni 
function  or  Lehigh  doesn't,"  he  concluded. 
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Prof.  Stacker  seemed  icell  pleased 

tcith   the   work   of   his   "students" 

on  April  18. 


FUTURE,  past  and  present  "genera- 
tions" of  Lehigh  men  were  merged 
into  one  homogeneous  group  on  the 
campus  on  April  IS,  the  first  annual 
combined  sub-freshman  and  Spring 
homecoming  day.  There  were  some  450 
high  and  preparatory  school  seniors, 
comprising  those  in  the  "future"  cate- 
gory, all  of  whom  are  prospective  Le- 
high men,  many  of  whom  got  their  ini- 
tial glimpse  of  Lehigh  life.  Alumni  who 
came  back  to  spend  the  day  on  the  cam- 
pus numbered  more  than  a  hundred,  a 
large  portion  of  whom  brought  sub-frosh 
along.  The  present  "generation"  of  Le- 
high men,  the  members  of  the  student 
body,  were  very  much  in  the  picture  in 
the  capacity  of  hosts,  guides,  reception 
committees  for  the  visitors,  etc. 

This  innovation  of  holding  both  of 
these  occasions  simultaneously,  made 
possible  b}^  shifting  the  previous  mid- 
Winter  home-coming  to  the  Spring, 
seemed  to  meet  with  such  general  ap-

proval  that  it  will  probably  become  a 
fixture  on  the  Lehigh  calendar.  Many 
alumni  took  advantage  of  the  opportun- 
ity to  bring  sons,  relatives  or  friends  of 
high  school  age  to  the  campus  where 
undergraduates  entertained  them. 

Since  the  sub-frosh  were  interested  in 
matriculating  later  on,  while  the  alumni 
were  "assigned  to  classes"  that  morning, 
the  program  diverged  for  the  respective 
groups.  The  prospective  Lehigh  men 
were  shown  around  the  campus  and 
then  assembled  in  the  auditorium  of 
the  Packard  Laboratory  where  they  were 
formallj'  welcomed  to  the  university  by 
Dr.  Xatt  Emery,  vice-president.  Profes- 
sors Carothers,  Palmer  and  Stoughton 
addressed  them  briefly  explaining  the 
scope  of  their  respective  colleges. 

The  alumni  who  arrived  on  the  cam- 
pus during  the  morning  registered  or 
"matriculated"  in  the  alumni  office  and 
were  given  a  roster  of  three  assign- 
ments consisting  of  math,  under  Prof. 
Stocker,  a  chem.  lecture  under  Dr.  Ull- 
mann  and  a  seminar  in  the  Library  un- 
der H.  S.  Leach,  the  librarian.

has  conducted  math,  classes  for  many 
years. 

At  quarter  of  eleven,  the  math,  class 
was  dismissed  and  the  alumni  went  to 
their  second  "hour"  with  Dr.  Ullmann 
in  the  chemistry  lecture  room.  After 
the  "chemistry  lecture,"  the  alumni 
went  up  the  hill  again,  this  time  to  the 
library  where  Howard  Leach,  librarian, 
explained  several  features  of  the  new 
building. 

At  noon  both  the  future  Lehigh  men 
and  the  alumni  had  more  or  less  the 
same  interest  so  both  groups  gathered 
in  the  former  Commons  for  lunch  as 
guests  of  the  L'niversity. 

IN    greeting    the    sub-freshmen     after 
lunch.  Dr.  Richards  said  in  part: 

"Gentlemen.  I  can't  ex-press  my  de- 
light adequately  at  the  number  of  men 
who  have  responded  to  this  invitation 
to  Sub-Freshman  Day.  I  find  in  talking 
to  Mr.  Buchanan  that  the  committee  is 
a  little  bit  embarrassed.  They  had  ex- 
pected something  under  400  and  had 
provided  service  for  that  number.  Now 
we  find  that  we  have  500  here.  I  don't 
know  whether  we  will  have  enough  food 
to  take  care  of  the  Trustees  and  myself. 
I  hope  there  will  be  enough,  because  I 
feel  the  need  of  sustenance.  "We  have 
just  been  holding  an  important  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  I  talked 
for  two  hours,  so  I  don't  know  whether 
I  can  talk  very  much  more  or  not.  At 
this  trustees'  meeting  the  most  impor- 
tant actions  are  taken  affecting  the  suc- 
ceeding year's  work  at  Lehigh.  The  most 
important  thing  is  the  determination  of 
how  to  spend  more  than  a  million  dol- 
lars on  the  advancement  of  the  Univer- 
sity's future. 

_  "I  think  it  is  a  fine  thing — this  de- 
velopment of  Sub-Freshman  Day.  It  is 
a  fine  thing  for  you  to  come  to  get  some 
impression  of  Lehigh  and  for  us  to  get 
some  impression  of  you.  The  University 
is  designed  to  afford  the  youth  of  the 
country  an  opportuirity  for  the  acquisi- 
tion of  an  adequate  education  in  the 
various  phases  of  knowledge.  Your  pro-b- 
lem  is  cue  of  determining  whether  or 
not  you  will  go  to  college. 

"Having  determined  whether  you  will 
go  to  college,  the  next  most  important 
decision  which  a  boy  makes  is  where  he 
is  going  to  college.  It  is  almost,  if  not 
more,    important   that    you    select   your 
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Record  Number  of  Sub-Freshmen  on  April  18 


college  wisely  than  it  is  that  you  select 
your  wife  wisely.  It's  easier  to  secure 
a  divorce  from  a  wife  than  it  is  to  be 
quits  of  your  college.  When  you  enter 
Lehigh  you  are  a  Lehigh  man  for  the 
rest  of  your  life.  There  is  no  power  by 
which  you  can  undo  what  Lehigh  may 
have  done  for  you. 

"There  are  colleges  and  colleges  ■ — 
many  good,  some  indifferent  and  some 
worse  than  indifferent.  It's  well  to  at- 
tempt to  the  best  of  your  ability  to  in- 
vestigate the  college  that  you  think  of 
attending  and  determine  whether  you 
will  get  your  money's  worth.  Don't  get 
the  idea  that  you  are  paying  for  what 
you  get  if  you  come  to  Lehigh.  As  in  any 
first  class  college,  for  every  dollar  that 
the  students  pay  in  fees,  we  spend  $2.00. 
That  is  for  every  dollar  you  invest,  we 
invest  another  dollar  in  you.  We  get 
our  money  through  the  philanthropy  of 
the  Founder  and  the  great  group  of  men 
who  have  made  gifts  to  Lehigh  to  make 
the  work  of  the  institution  more  effec- 
tive in  the  further  development  of  the 
youth  of  this  country.  In  that  investi- 
gation there  are  many  criteria  to  be 
considered.  Mere  entrance  requirements 
don't  tell  the  story.  Mere  beauty  of 
grounds  doesn't.  Look  at  the  teachers.  Do 
you  think  they  have  any  standing  in  the 
educational  world?  Are  they  authori- 
ties? We  think  we  have  a  strong  facul- 
ty. We  have  a  beautiful  campus,  and 
some  very  beautiful  buildings  and  well- 
appointed  laboratories. 

"But  this  is  only  a  part  of  the  story. 
Find  out,  if  you  can,  what  has  happened 
to  the  product.  I  like  to  think  of  an 
educational  institution  (being  an  en- 
gineer myself)  as  a  great  manufactur- 
ing establishment  in  which  we  are  turn- 
ing out  from  a  raw  product  a  semi- 
finished product,  in  young  men.  We 
manufacture  men.  Find  out  something 
about  the  product  of  Lehigh  if  you  can. 
I  am  willing,  personally,  to  let  that  be 
your  sole  criteria  if  you  please.   We  are 


proud  of  the  men 
who  went  to  Lehigh 
and  proud  of  the 
men  who  hold  the 
Lehigh  degree. 
Their  achievements 
are  such  that  I 
doubt  whether  any 
institution  of  our 
size  can  show  a 
larger  number  of 
men  who  have 
achieved  the  ut- 
most eminence  in 
their  respective 
fields." 

THEN  here's  part 
of  what  Okey  had 
to  say: 

"I  suppose  you 
have  been  welcomed 
for  the  last  two  or 
three  hours  and  an- 
other word  of  wel- 
come won't  be  out 
of  place.  We  are  al- 
ways glad  to  have 
visitors  because  we 
think  we  have  some- 
thing to  show.  It 
happens  that  in  my 

job  as  a  football  official,  I  get  all  over 
the  United  States  and  see  and  have  seen 
the  campuses  of  all  of  the  important 
colleges  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  and  I 
know  whereof  I  am  speaking  when  I  say 
that  we  have  the  loveliest  campus  in 
this  country. 

"We  have  one  of  the  finest  plants,  we 
think,  for  the  work  in  hand  in  the  mat- 
ter of  buildings  and  equipment.  We  have 
always  been  proud  of  the  faculty  we 
have  at  Lehigh.  In  the  early  days  this 
faculty  created  the  text-books  from 
which  engineering  was  taught  in  the 
other  schools,  because  when  this  college 
v/as  founded  there  were  no  text-books 
and  very  little  engineering  knowledge. 


Boc.  Vllmann  pointed  out  how  atoms,  molecules  and  electrons  behave  these  days. 


These  alumni  got  more  fun  out  of  that  Math  class  than 
they  ever  did  as  undergraduates. 


That  record  continues  in  our  faculty 
right  on  down  to  today. 

"Dr.  Richards  spoke  about  our  prod- 
uct. We  are  proud  of  our  graduates.  I 
will  put  our  Alumni  Directory  with  the 
Alumni  Directory  of  any  college  or  uni- 
versity in  the  United  States  and  we  can 
show  just  as  many  leaders  in  the  pro- 
fessions, business  world  and  political 
world  as  they  can  show. 

"I  like  to  see  you  play  hard.  We  are 
interested  in  play  at  Lehigh.  This  is 
one  of  the  schools  which  created  Inter- 
Collegiate  Sport  in  the  United  States. 
In  the  days  when  we  were  helping  make 
sport,  those  colleges  that  are  headliners 
in  various  branches  of  sport  had  not 
even  been  founded.  Sport  is  sport  to  us 
— to  others  it  is  a  big  thing.  In  other 
words,  it  isn't  the  tail,  it's  the  dog.  We 
think  that  it  is  a  wonderful  thing — 
sport — for  our  undergraduates.  We  get 
a  gTeat  kick  out  of  a  wrestling  team 
like  that  one  Billy  Sheridan  turned  out 
this  winter.  It  won  the  Eastern  College 
Championship;  or  when  Austy's  team 
beats  Princeton.  When  we  happen  to 
lose  a  game  we  don't  weep  about  it. 

"Just  as  we  welcome  you  today  we 
hope  that  four  years  from  now  in  June 
we  will  welcome  a  lot  of  you  boys  in 
caps  and  gowns  receiving  something 
which  is  our  choicest  and  most  cherished 
possession  —  a  diploma  from  Lehigh 
University."

Baseball  Team  Having  Tough 
Season 

Perhaps  the  less  said  about  the  base- 
ball team  the  better.  After  getting  off  to 
a  flying  start  by  defeating  the  Navy  6 
to  5  in  a  twelve  inning  game  in  the  sea- 
son's opener,  the  team  has  been  unable 
to  find  itself  and  consequently  has  had 
a  disheartening  series  of  defeats. 

Lack  of  experience  is  undoubtedly  the 
main  cause  for  the  poor  showing  so  far 
this  season.  The  infield  has  been  decid- 
edly weak  and  a  ball  team  without  an 
infield  is  in  pretty  bad  straits.  Bob 
Adams  has  been  obliged  to  depend  large- 
ly on  sophomore  hurlers  who  need  strong 
support  to  help  them  through  the  tight- 
er places.

MEMORY  of  the  first  day  at  Lehigh 
will  long  remain,  with  many  stu- 
dents, no  matter  how  long  they  lingered 
in  the  historic  loibby  of  Packer  Hall 
gazing  fixedly  upon  what  the  bulletin 
boards  had  to  say  as  to  their  scholastic 
attainments.  The  passing  mark  was  a 
dead  line  that  no  one  could  afford  to  get 
below;  It  was  sink  or  swim  and  who 
could  blame  the  anxious  student  if,  find- 
ing a  safe  mal-gin  on  the  swimming 
side,  he  immediately  dashed  off  to 
drown  his  troubles  at  Charlie's  or  one 
of    the    many    other    watering    places. 

However,  before  the  new  student  jour- 
neyed as  far  as  the  bulletin  boards  he 
had  to  get  in  the  front  door  and  up  the 
steps  to  the  chapel.  That  does  not 
sound  as  bad  as  it  was,  for  the  freshman 
found  the  sophom.ore  class  occupying 
the  outside  steps,  the  doorway  and  the 
lobby.  It  meant  plainly  that  they  stayed 
out  until  they  were  able  to  get  in ;  there 
was  but  one  way  to  go  and  that  was  for- 
ward, pushing,  wrestling,  pulling  out 
the  stubborn  defenders,  but  finally  win- 
ning the  door  and  then  the  steps  and 
chapel.  Thus  the  fledgling  tested  his 
wings.  A  little  rough  and  primitive  but 
effective,  a  sort  of  ante-room  initiation, 
but  it  was  as  nothing  compared  with 
what  was  to  follow  in  the  classroom. 
When  one  does  not  know  much  he  is  in 
a  position  to  worry  and  the  professor 
would  get  out  his  grill  and  roast  the 
would-be  student,  on  the  theory  that 
"a  burned  child  dreads  the  fire."  Would 
that  some  one  could  have  preserved 
some  of  these  gems  of  conversation! 

Here  are  a  few  examples  from  the 
Leliigh  Epitomes:  Prof.  MeiTiman: 
"It  seems  strange  that  a  mere  matter  of 
moments  should  take  some  men  hours 
to  understand."  Instructor  Lambert: 
"Shut  the  door.  Fill  the  boards."  On 
one  occasion  a  student  exclaimed: 
"You've  given  me  that  question  three 
times  now  and  I  don't  want  you  to  do  it

again."  Poppy  Doo  once  told  a  student: 
"That  will  do;  there  is  no  use  of  my 
trying  to  obtain  information  from  a 
source  where  there  is  none."  His  usual 
phrase  was:  "That's  sufficient,"  and  it 
usually  was.  Who  does  not  remember 
that  "seemply  seero"  of  Dutchy  Ringer 
and  the  "Now  fellers"  of  Pop  Johnson 
or  the  drawing  room  lookout's  favorite 
warning:  "Here  comes  Po'ppy  Klein 
scratchin'  gravel  up  the  walk"? 

Some  may  remember  Prof.  Harding's 
remark  to  a  sophomore  class:  "Really, 
gentlemen,  I  cannot  tell  you  from  the 
freshmen."  Townsend,  '91,  thus  de- 
scribed his  math,  instructor:  "I  don't 
know  who  he  is  but  he  is  a  tall,  thin 
man  with  a  round  bald  spot  on  the  top 
of  his  head,  and  if  you  know  your 
lessons  by  heart  he  stops  you  in  the 
middle  of  your  demonstration  and  asks 
you  some  questions,  and  the  first  thing 
you  know,  you  don't  know  where  you 
are."  The  student  had  to  watch  him- 
self, for  when  the  instructor  asked  "How 
much  does  a  pound  of  steam  weigh"  it 
wasn't  safe  to  say  that  you  didn't  know. 
Prom  those  historic  stone  steps  of 
Packer  Hall  one  could  gaze  over  the  little 
town  of  Bethlehem,  the  home  of  the 
Dutch,  the  land  of  peace  and  plenty,  and 
muse  on  what  might  be  done  if  it  were 
not  for  the  Dutch  cops.  Many  a  plot  was 
hatched  on  those  cool  steps,  that  later 
became  a  small  sized  riot  or  bred  con- 
sternation in  the  camp  of  the  enemy. 
From  the  flanks  of  Old  South  Mountain 
one  could  gaze  out  into  the  hazy  world 
and  picture  what  a  figure  he  would  cut 
among  the  he-men  of  the  unknown 
country,  how  they  would  step  down 
from  their  thrones  and  beg  him  to  ac- 
cept the  scepter  of  authority.  What  a 
kick  that  gave  us.  But,  ah  me,  it  was 
but  a  fancy.  How  many  of  us  had  a 
chance  to  grab  that  scepter?  But,  we 
still  have  our  visions  and  many  of  us 
old  chaps  may  yet  do  something  worth 
while — who  knows? 


Fritz  Lab  Tests  Show  Stress 
in  Concrete  Reinforcement 

IT  HAS  been  known  tor  fifteen  years  or 
more  that  a  concrete  member  sub- 
jected to  compressive  stress  for  a  long 
time  continues  to  shorten  without  any 
increase  in  the  stress.  On  a  longitudi- 
nally reinforced  concrete  column  the 
shortening  or  flow  of  the  concrete  re- 
sults in  an  increased  stress  in  the  re- 
inforcement (since  the  steel  is  not  sub- 
ject to  appreciable  flow  under  working 
stress)  and  a  corresponding  decrease 
in  the  stress  in  the  concrete.  Late  in 
1929  a  comprehensiive  series  of  tests  of 
reinforced  concrete  columns  was  begun 
under  the  sponsorship  of  the  American 
Concrete  Institute  to  ascertain  the  ef- 
fect of  these  phenomena  on  the  strength 
of  reinforced  concrete  columns.  Half 
the  tests  are  being  made  at  Fritz  Engi- 
neering Laboratory  at  Lehigh,  and  half 
at  the  University  of  Illinois  Engineer- 
ing Experiment  Station.  The  results 
up  to  about  February  1,  have  been  pub- 
lished in  the  Journal  of  the  American 
Concrete  Institute  for  February  and 
March,  1931.  Up  to  that  time  the  most 
extreme  case  is  represented  by  a  column 
in  which  the  stress  in  the  steel  in- 
creased from  about  12,000  lb.  per  sq.  in. 
at  the  time  of  loading,  to  about  43,000 
lb.  per  sq.  in.  after  five  months  under 
constant  load. 

While  these  facts  are  startling,  it 
must  be  remembered  that  the  total  load 
carried  by  the  concrete  must  decrease 
as  much  as  that  carried  by  the  steel  in- 
creased. In  the  case  cited,  the  stress  in 
the  concrete  decreased  from  about  1200 
lb.  per  sq.  in.  at  the  beginning,  to  about 
700  lb.  per  sq.  in.  after  five  months  under 
constant  load. 

The  cost  of  the  tests  to  date,  including 
the  estimated  equivalent  of  materials 
and  services  furnished  by  all  the  par- 
ticipants, has  been  about  $32,000,  and 
about  $5000  more  is  needed  to  complete 
the  present  program  of  tests.

Probably  without  realizing  it.  a  cer- 
tain proportion  of  the  class  has  been 
paying  for  their  approaching  reunion  on 
the  installment  plan.  This  may  even  in- 
clude some  fellows  who  never  like  to 
buy  things  that  way. 

At  a  meeting  sometime  ago.  the  class 
president,  the  secretary  and  another 
member  of  the  executive  committee  de- 
clared themselves  in  favor  of  the  idea 
of  taxing  the  members  of  the  class  at 
the  reunion  according  to  the  amount  of 
class  dues  they  have  not  paid.  In  short, 
if  a  fellow  has  paid  his  two  dollars 
every  year,  making  a  total  of  ten  dol- 
lars, the  reunion  will  cost  him  little  or 
nothing.  We  can't  assure  him  as  yet 
that  there  won't  be  any  charge  because 
the  fee  has  not  been  decided  upon  and 
cannot  be  until  all  the  items  of  ex- 
pense are  definitely  known.  But  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  it  won't  be  much  more 
than  ten  bucks  and  every  effort  will  be 
made  to  keep  it  under  that.  If  a  fellow 
has  paid  six  dollars,  naturally  the  tax 
would  be  four  dollars,  more  or  less. 
Even  the  business  men  should  be  able 
to  figure  that  out  without  trying  to 
learn  how  to  use  a  slide  rule.  And  it 
shouldn't  require  any  calculus  on  the 
part  of  the  engineers. 

Such  a  principle  should  serve  as  a 
big  inducement  for  a  large  number  of 
the  gang  to  return.
